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First Annual Session of the fifth Legislative Assembly, 
begun and held at Madison, the seat of government, on 
Monday the fourth day of January, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand ei§ht hundred and forty-seven, being the day 
prescribed by law for the annual meeting of the said Assem- 
bly ; on vi|||^h day, at tv^elve o'clock, meridian, the House of 
^Representatives was called to order by La Fayette Kellogg, 
the Chief Clerk, and the roll being called, the following 
named members, who had presented certificates of their elec- 
tion and oath of office, severally answered to their names, 
and took their seats, to wit :

A message from the Council, by their Secretary: 

" Mr. Speaker — I am directed to inform you that the Couti- 
cil have organized pro tempore, and are now ready to proceed 
to business, and that Messrs. Clark and Lovell have been

Mr. Morrow introduced the following resolution, to wit : 

" Resolved^ That the chief clerk of the house be directed to 
inform the honorable council that seats have been prepared 
for their reception in the representatives* chamber, where 
they are to be met by his excellency the governor, during the 
delivery of his message ;" 
Which was adopted. 

Mr. Morrow introduced the following resolution, which 
was adopted, to wit : 

""Resolved^ That a committee of two be appointed on the 
part of the house to act in conjunction with a similar cort^ 
mittee on the part of the council, to wait upon his excellency 
the governor, and inform him that the two houses are now 
assembled in convention, in the representatives' hall, and 
ready to receive his message." 

Messrs. Morrow and Hobart were appointed the committee, 
on the part of the house, under said resolution, and Messrs. 
Turner and Palmer on the part of the council, under a simi- 
lar resolution. 

His excellency, the governor, appeared in the representa- 
tives' hall, and communicated to the two houses the follow* 
ing message :

mid House of Representatives : 

We are assembled to perform the high and responsible 
duty of making laws for the people of Wisconsin. Sound 
principle, disinterested motives, and a spirit of patriotism, 
should direct our course and be our rule of action. Equal 
rights and equal laws are at the foundation of our free insti- 
tutions, and are in the keeping of the people themselves ; the 
fewest and simplest laws suited to their state and condition, 
consistent with the great objects to be obtained, will be the 
most salutary and acceptable to them ; that legislation which 
makes equal the taxes and burthens of governnient, and 
extends the same encouragement to the enterprise and indus- 
try of all, in every situation and employment, securing no 
special privileges to any, will be the means of diffusing pros- 
perity throughout the whole community. To confer favors 
upon classes, or localities, by legislative enactment, produces 
a competition destructive to profitable industry. 

In accordance to the provisions of a law passed at the last 
session of the legislative assembly, the convention, elected 
by the people of the territory, have assembled and framed a 
conatitution for the state of Wisconsin, which has been sub- 
mitted by them to the congress of the United States, and to 
the people of the territory for their acceptance or rejection. 
The admission of Wisconsin as a state into the union will be 
the means of promoting the best interests of the people — from 
territorial dependance, they will assume the powers of a sov- 
ereign state ; they will be represented in both houses of con- 
gress, where they will have a voice and a vote in the coun- 
cils of the republic. They will participate in all the advan- 
tages of a government created by themselves — founded on 
the equal rights of all — when all public functionaries will be 
immediately responsible to them—- and when their expressed 
will at the ballot box will be the supreme law of the state. 
The donation of 500,000 acres of land, to which the state 
will be entitled under the provisions of an act of congress 
entitled " an act to appropriate the proceeds of the sales of 
the public lairds, and to grant pre-emption rights," appraj'-ed 
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September 4, 1841 ; also, ^ve per centum on the nett pro- 
ceeds of the public lands lying in the state, to which she will 
be entitled on her admission into, the union — with the lands 
gfranted by congress for schools and a university — if properly 
applied, will add greatly to the prosperity of the state. 

At the organization of the territorial government of Wis^ 
consin, in 1836, her population Was twelve thousand three 
hundred souls, east of the Mississippi ; at the late census, 
taken to the first of June last, her population was composed 
of one hundred and fifty-five thousand, ancj Ijefote the organs 
ization of the state government, her increased population 
would entitle her to three representatives ou the floor of coiji<^ 
gress, agreeable to the present ratio of representation fixed by 
that body. No territory of the United Staples has been pop« 
ulated with the same rapidity, in the same period of tixae. . 

When we take into view the natural advantages and' re-n 
sources of Wisconsin — rthe salubrity of her cKmate and the 
fertility of her soil — her inexhaustible sources of mineral 
wealth, composed of lead, iron, and copper^-^with the most 
extensive pine forests in the United States — ^vith her inland 
sea, Lake Michigan, on the east, the "Father of Rivers" on 
the west, with several navigable rivers running through the 
territory — with a population, intelligent, industrious and en- 
terprising — may we not anticipate that Wisconsin wiU be one 
of the most populous states m the union. In truth, it can be 
said that immigration has rapidly swelled ' our population ; 
the forests and prairies have been subdued, and Curltivated 
fields have taken their place ; flourishing towns and viikges 
have been built ; capital has found profitable employment in 
the exploration and working of our mines, and in the navi- 
gation of our inland seas and rivers, Industry has rewarded 
the mechanic, and abundant harvests the toil of the husband- 
man. 

I would respectfully recommend the appointment of a joint 
committee from the council and house of representatives,, to 
ascertain, if practicable, the amount of the indebtedness of, 
the territory. As the present will doubtless be the last meet- 
ing of the legislative assembly during the territorial govern- 
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ment, it is due the people, as well as the creditors of the ter- 
ritory, that this investigation should take place. Provision 
was made by an act of congress, approved March 29, 1842, 
for the payment of certain arrearages and claims created by 
appropriations made by the legislative assembly prior to that 
period. What amount o( these claims have been paid; or 
what appropriations made by the legislative assembly subse- 
quent to that time remain unpaid, will be the subject of in- 
quiry. By the organic law, the secretary of the territory is 
made the* disbursing officer of the government-r^and until the 
settlenjent and adjustment of the accounts of those charged 
with the disbursements of the public moneys, with the proper 
departmept, it cannot be knowTi what amount they have paid 
Tinder appropriations made by the legislative assembly. 

At the last session of the legislative assembly, I submitted 
my views on the subject of harbor and river appropriations 
by congress. My opinions, as then expressed, have under- 
gone no change. Appropriations having been made by con- 
gress, for the commencement of harbors at the towns of Mil- 
waukee, Racine, and Southport, in accordance with the long 
established usage of the government, it was not doubted but 
that annual appropriations would have been continued until 
their completion. I would respectfully recommend to the 
legislative assembly the propriety of memorializing congress, 
asking an appropriation to complete the harbors commenced 
at the towns designated, agreeable to the estimates made 
tinder the direction of the war department, and reported to 
congress. The increased importance of the commerce of 
Lake Michigan far surpasses that* of any other inland waters 
in the United States. The policy of the government, here- 
tofore, has been- to afford every facility to commerce,' by di- 
minishing as much as possible the dangers of navigation. 
The tovms where harbors have been commenced by the gov- 
ernment, in this territory, have rapidly increased in popula- 
tion and commercial importance ; they are the principal de- 
pots for a large extent of country in the interior, densely 
populated, and in a high state bf cultivation and agricultural 
improvement ; where a large surplus of wheat and other 
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products is raised annually for the eastern markets. During 
the 27ih congress, a bill was introduced into the house of 
representatives, without the action of the committee of com- 
merce, appropriating eighty thousand dolla,rs for harbors, at 
the towns x)f Milwaukee, Racine, and Southport, which pass- 
ed the house ; and although the appropriations for Racine 
and Southport were stricken out of the bill in the Senate, 
and St. Joseph, in Michigan, and Chicago, in Illinois, in- 
serted, the bill passed that body with that amendment, and 
became a law. During the 28th congress, a bill reported by 
the committee on roads and canals to the house of represent 
tatives, making appropriations for harbors at the towns of 
Racine and Southport, passed both houses oi congress and 
became a law. I have mentioned the course observed by 
congress, when legislating for this territory alone, on sepa- 
rate bills, for specific objects, disconnected from others. 

I would respectively invite the attention of the legislative 
assembly to the settlers on the line of the " Rock River and 
Milwaukee Canal." By a law of this territory,, approved 
February 24th, 1845, all the unsettled portions of the lands 
granted by the United States, (the odd sections) are to be 
sold until the whole tract is disposed of, under the direction 
of the register and receiver of the canal fund. The sales re- 
ported to the office of the executive, by the register and re- 
ceiver, on the first of June, 1846, and the 30th of October, 
1846, are twenty thousand two hundred and thirty acres of 
land sold, for the sum of twenty^five thousand two hundred 
and thirty dollars and ninety-two cents. The seventeenth 
section of the law of the 24th February, 1845, states, ** if 
congress shall approve this act, then the foregoing provisions 
shall be in full force, and the land shall be sold at the mini- 
mum price of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre ; but 
if congress does not disapprove, or shall fail to approve of 
this act, then the lands 'shall be sold at the minimum price of 
two dollars and fifty cents per acre ; one half of such bid to 
be paid in cash on the day of sale, and the purchaser or pur- 
chasers shall execute a mortgage upon the lands so purcha- 
sed, to the territory of Wisconsin, for the future state of 
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Wisconsin, in a sum of money equal to the sum which 
shall he equal to the difference between the amount of 
money thus paid upon such lands, and the amount the 
same would be if the same had been sold at two dollars 
and fifty cents per acre ; if the money so paid shall not equal 
such amount, conditioned to pay the same in case the United 
States shall require jhe future state of Wisconsin to pay more 
than the sum of one dollar and twenty-five cents per acre, 
otherwise such mortgage shall be void." The present is a 
short session of congress, and I do not believe there will be 
any action on the subject of the canal lands during the ses- 
sion, nor durin'g the existence of the territorial government. 
And as an act of justice to the settlers, I recommend a repeal 
of the law of the 24th of February, 1845. All sales of land 
on the line of the canal should cease, in my opinion, until the 
final act of congress upon the claims of the settlers, under the 
state government ; when, I believe, they will have the right 
of pre-emption extended to them, and the land at the mini- 
mum price of the public lands. Proceedings of public meet- 
ings of citizens on the line of the canal, were forwarded to 
me before the sale of the canal lands in April last, request- 
ing a suspension of the sales until the action of congress upon 
Xheir claims ; they considered themselves aggrieved by be- 
ing obliged to pay the minimum price of the government 
lands at the time of the purchase, and to mortgage their 
claims for an equal amount. It was urged that many of the 
settlers on the line of the canal were not prepared to pay for 
their claims at a forced sale of them ; that the law regula- 
ting the sale of the canal lands was oppressive in its opera- 
tion, and would become a fruitful source of strife and vexa- 
tious .litigation between those who might have conflicting in- 
terests, which would lead to the most serious results. 

From the disorganized state of the militia of the territory 
for several years past, and an entire omission, on the part of 
many of the militia officers, to perform the duties required of 
them by law, 1 deemed a reorganiz:ition of them necessary 
to their efficiency. On the 21st of May last, an order was 
issued from the office of the adjutant general, requesting a 
meeting of the citizens in the several counties, liable by law 
to perform military duty, at a lime de^ignalc(^^J(g @0^qIc 
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mend, by eleclio«» suitable individuals to fill the field offices 
^f colonels, lieutenant colonels, and majors. In some of the 
counties elections were held, and the field officers comoiis- 
•sioned ; in others, there Were no meetings of the citizens. — 
The militia of the territory have been formed into three divis- 
ions and six brigades ; the division aW brigade general offi- 
■cers have been commissioned* The regynents, separate bat- 
talions, and companies, will be formed and designated as ear* 
ly as returns can be obtained from the several commanding 
•officers of counties. The early enrolment of the militia of 
the territory, and a return of them to the office of the adju- 
tant general of the United States army, is required to enable 
the territory to receive, from the United Stales, her quota of 
-arms, under the act of congress of 1803j according to her 
numerical strength ; and which would enable the executive 
of the territory to furnish the volunteers who have formed 
themselves into companies, with suitable arms and equip- 
ments necessary to their complete organizations* In March 
last I addressed a letter to the hon. secretary of v^ar, on th'e 
subject of arms due the territory, under the act of 1808,' tin- 
der date of the 13th of April, I received a letter from the col- 
•onel of the ordnance department, in which he stated that 
there were ten muskets due the territory for the year 1846. 
Under date of the 19th of May, I received a letter from ihq 
hon. secretary of war, requesting, on the part of the president 
of the United States, that one regiment of volunteer infantry 
should be enrolled in this territory, and held in readiness to 
be mustered into the service of the United States* under the 
act of May 13th, 1S46. On the 8th of June, I called on the 
citizens of the territor\-, requesting them to form ten compa- 
nies of volunteer infantry, to elect their company officers, and 
report them to the office of the adjutant general, when Com- 
missions would be issued ; the field officers to bd elected by 
the companies composing the regiment. When I made the 
request of the citizens of the territory to form a Volunteer 
regiment of infantry, I expected the request would have been 
promptly responded to ; there was not, I am sur^, a want of 
thut love of country and spirit of patriotism on the part of the 
citizens of Wisconsin, to ol>oy the call o^ their Country, when 
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engaged in a just and most necessary war to withhold therii 
from volunteering their services j other causes operated on 
,thetti. Many of our most patriotic citizens believed that the 
regular troops having been withdrawn from the frontier mil* 
itary posts in the territory, would have a tendency to embol- 
den the Indiana^ on our ex'ended and exposed frontier, and 
that the influence of a foreign power might induce them to 
make an attack on our settlements ; and that a regiment of 
volunteei*s might be required for their defence and protec- 
tion. Und^er date of the 6ih of June, I received a letter from 
the hon. secretary of war, requesting that one company of 
volunteer infantry should be raised in this territory, to ren- 
dezvous ot Fort Crawford, to be mustered into the service of 
the United 'States, and to occupy that post in the absence df 
the regular troops. The citizens of Crawford county, with a 
laudable spirit of patriotism, formed themselves into a volun- 
teer company of infantry, whose services were accepted by 
the government. 

Our relations with the Menomonee and Chippewa Indians, 
are of the most friendly character ; they are the principal 
tribes now remaining within the Wisconsin superintendency- 
The Winnebago Indians, having sold their country west of 
the Mississippi to the United States, by a stipulation of thefr 
treaty, they are to remove from the neutral cottntry in one 
year ; their proximity, heretofore, to the settlements in Wis- 
consin, rendered them troublesome and annoying to our fron- 
tier citizens, who have exercised great forbearance towards 
them. The Menomqnee Indians have complained, during 
the piiJBl season, of frequent intrusions, by citizens, on their 
limbered lands ; their complaints have been referred to the 
war department, and steps, no doubt, will be taken to remove , 

intruders from their lands* The purchase of the Menomonee 
cottntry, by the United States, is desirable ; at least that 
portion of their country lying between the mouth of the Wolf 
• river, and the Portage of the Wisconsin and Fox rivers, arfd 
embracing the country bordering on the Wisconsin river, , 
claimed by them* 

The annual report of the adjutant general, in relation to 
the organization of the militia of the territory, is submitted 
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for your information. I would respectfully suggest Ihe ne* 
cessity of making provision by law, for defraying the incideo* 
tai expenses of the office of the adjutant general, as. muck 
expense has been occurred during the past year in publishing 
in the different newspapers of the territory the various gen- 
eral orders, and in the payment of postage on returns m^ade 
to that office- 

In conclusion, the representatives of the people may tcly 
on my co-operation with them, in all measures calculated to 
promote the good of their constituents. It rempiins for me 
to invoke the blessings of the Almighty who governs and 
controls the universe, on your councils, and that your acts 
may redound to the honor and prosperity of our beloved Wis* 
consin.

REPORT 

OF THE COMMITTEE ON TERRITORIAL AFFAIRS ON THAT PORTIOIT 
OF THE governor's MESSAGE WHICH RELATES TO ITS INDEBT- 
EDNESS. 

The committee on territorial afiairs to whom was referred 
that portion of the governor's message which relates to the 
indebtedness of the territory, ask leave to report : 

That they have had the subject under advisement, and 
while convinced of the difficulty and labor attending that ex- 
amination, incident to its correct ascertainment, at this time, 
owing in part to the probable shortness of the present legis- 
lative session, yet regarding it one too important to be infor- 
mally passed over, and without evincing at least a willing- 
ness to undertake its investigation, even though the same 
should prove unsuccessful, your committee have unanimously 
concurred in the recommendation made by the governor, and 
would advise the appointment of a committee of two on the part 
of the house, to act in concert with a similar committee on the 
part of the hon. council, with instructions to use all possible 
diligence and industry in unveiling the obscurity with which 
this subject is now surrounded, and report the same to this 
house before its adjournment. 

The territorial indebtedness, even though small in its ag- 
gregate, has long been a subject of jealous solicitude in the 
public mind ; and your committee can no more refrain from 
an expression of their regret that all efforts hitherto made to 
fathom this enigma should have proven so ineffectual, than 
of the satisfaction its accurate or even probable solution 
would afford the public at this time. 

This is recommended from a plurality of reasons : 

First, It is only an act of good faith due to the creditors 
of the territory, in order that some speedy pmyision may be 
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made for their payment — the indifference to which, hitherto 
shown, has tended greatly to impair the puhlic confidence in 
our legislative character. 

Second. The amount, if ascertained at this time, and pre-* 
sented in a tangible form to congress, it is hoped might se- 
cure us such a provision for its payment as would save its 
becoming a charge upon the people of the territory or future 
state of Wisconsin. 

Thirds The prospective change in our form of government 
forms an additional reason for the ascertainment of this debt, 
that a line of separation may be established between the lia* 
biliiies of the territory and those which may be anticipated 
incident to the formation of a state government, to avoid that 
confusion and embarrassment which may otherwise arise 
from the affairs of each being blended together. ^ 

Your committee, in submitting these reasons, deem them 
sufficient, with the recommendation already made, to ensure 
such action on the part of the house as its wisdom shall dic- 
tate most proper ; and would ask to be relieved from any fur- 
ther consideration of this subject.

OF SELECT COMMITTEE, TO WHOM WAS REFERRED THE KfiPORT 07 
JAMES r. CHAPMAN, COMMISSIONER, &C. 

The select committee to whom was referred the report of 
James F. Chapman, commissioner, appointed under the act 
of the legislative assembly, approved February the 2d, 1846. 
to provide for the superintending the cutting the canal from 
th« Mississippi river to the Grant river, at the town of Poto- 
si, in Wisconsin territory, together with the petitions and re- 
solutions relating to the same, submit the following 

REPORT: 

It appears from the report of the said commissioner, that 
previous to entering upon his duties as such commissioner, 
took the oath and filed the bonds, as prescribed by said act; 
that immediately after qualifying as above stated, proceeded 
to survey and lay off said canal by sections, after which he 
gave the notice required by law, for sealed proposals to da 
the clearing and grubbing of said canal ; that the contract 
was taken by one John Kirk, and transferred by him to Ben- 
jaipin G. Wright, who, it appears, has done the work to tie 
full satisfaction of said commissioner, and it further appears 
that the said commissioner, knowing the limited amount of 
funds on hand for that purpose, did not let out the cutting of 
said canal exactly as prescribed by law, and, not being wil- 
ling to take the responsibility of such alteration upon himself^ 
deemed it necessary to call a public meeting of the citizens 
of Potosi, at which time and place they expressed their en- 
tire approbation to such alteration and to the action of the 
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said commissioner, by a series of resolutions, and petitions 
y^kh numerous signers, praying the acceptance of the report 
of said commissioner. After this matter was thus settled, it 
appears that the said commissioner proceeded to let out the 
cutting of the first course of excavation, the most of whicl^ is 
at this time completed. ' 

In all these alterations and proceedings made by the said 
commissioner, your committee concur ; and would recom- 
mend as a part of their report, the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Resolved, By the council and house of repi;eseiitatives of 
the territory of Wisconsin, That the acts and proceedings of 
James F. Chapman, the commissioner appointed by aa act 
entitled '* an act to provide for the improvement of Grant 
river, at Potosi, in Grant county," approved January 31st, 
1846, to superintend the work of cutting a canal from the main 
channel of the Mississippi river to the Grant river, at Potosi, 
in Grant county, as detailed in his report to the legislative

REPORT 

OF JAMES F. CHAPMAN, COMMISSIONER. \ 

To the Hortorable^ the Council and House of Representative 
of the Territory of Wisconsin : 

'Ae undersigned having been appointed by an act entitled 
** an act to provide for the improvement of Grant river, at 
Potosi, in Grant county," approved January 21st, 1846, com- 
missioner to superintend the work of cutting a canal from 
the main channel of the Mississippi river to the Grant river, 
at Potosi, respectfully submits the following report of his pro- 
ceeding undtr said appointment : 

Before entering upon his duties as commissioner, he exe- 
cuted to the governor of the territory, and his successors in 
office, for the use of the territory, a bond in conforniity with 
the provisions of the second section of said act, which was 
received, approved, and filed in the governor's office, as he 
was officially advised by a letter from the governor under 
date of the 7th of April, 1846. The undersigned also, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, took the oath prescribed 
by said section. 

Immediately after he had qualified as commissioner, the 
undersigned proceeded to lay off the line of the said canal, 
as surveyed and marked out by John Barney, into sections 
of one hundred yards each, and numbered them from one on, 
commencing at the Grant river, making in the whole> ten and 
one half sections ; and on the 26th day of March, 1846, he 
gave public notice in the " Wisconsin Herald," a newspaper 
printed at Lancater, in Grant county, for three weeks succes- 
sively, that he would, on the 25th day of April, 1846, let out 
the clearing and grubbing of the. said line of the said canal 
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by sections so numbered as aforesaid, to the lb west and best 
bidder for each section. John Kirk made proposals for the 
clearing and grubbing of the whole line of said canal for the 
sum of £688 20, which was the lowest and best bid made for 
the same; and the said Kirk transferred to Benjamin G. 
Wright his claim to the contract for said work ; and the un* 
dersigned entered into a contract with the said Wright for 
the said clearing and grubbing as required by said act for the 
aforesaid s«m, and the said Wright gave the bond and secu- 
rity required by said act. 

The said Wright proceeded with the work according to his 
contract, and faithfully and properly completed the same be- ' 
fore the time limited in his contract, (the 1st day ^f July, 
1846 ;) and the undersigned gav^ him drafts on the receiver 
for the amount of said contract, in conformity with the pro- 
visions of the 5th section of said act. 

The undersigned employed Samuel C. Wiltse, an engi- 
neer, to make an estimate of the excavation necessary to 
complete said canal ; who estimated the same in sections 
of fifty-five yards, (horizontal,) e^ch, making in the whole 
nineteen sections and a fractional section of ninety-one feet, 
and the estimated amount of excavation, to dig the canal to 
the depth of six feet below the average surface, and fifty feet 
wide at a slope of 1 1-2 to one perpendicular foot was 
31,027 cubic yards i and to have made it one hundred feet 
wide, the excavation would have been double that amount. 
The total amount of excavation to dig the canal four feet 
deep and fifty feet wide, at the same slope, would be 17,315 
cubic yards. 

The total amount of money in the hands of the ireceiver 
applicable to the work according to his report, was £2,725 
43, of which the sum of $688 20 was paid for clearing and 
grubbing ; and it was not probable that the balance, after 
paying all contingent expenses, which would remain appli- 
cable to the work of excavating, would exceed fifteen or six- 
teen hundred dollars. Although it wa.s apparent, from the 
general spirit of the act under which the undersigned was 
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appointed, that it was contemplated that the work should he 
prosecuted according to tSe survey of captain Barney, yet it 
did not in terms prescribe the width to which the said canai 
should be dug. It would have been highly desirable, had 
the fund been adequate, to have dug the canal one hundred 
feet wide and six feet deep, but it was apparent that the fund, 
if expended in making an excavation over the whole surface 
of one hundred feet, would have made but a shallow excava- 
tion, which would have been entirely useless, and the money 
would have been thrown away if expended in that manner, 
and nothing further (done. 

The citizens of Potosi, who were more immediately inter- 
ested in this matter than any other part of the territory, held 
a public meeting and passed resolutions requesting the un- 
dersigned to have the canal^dug but fifty feet wide, and as 
deep as the funds applicable to the purpose would enable him. 
In consequence of the request contamed in said resolutions, 
and in pursuance of .his own views of, what would best pro- 
mote the interests of the territory, and the object of congress 
in making the grant for the improvement, the undersigned 
determined to let the contracts for the excavation of the canal 
fifty feet wide to a line which would make an average depth 
of about four feet. 

Accordingly, on the 30th of June, 1S46, the undersigned 
issued proposals, which were published- according to the re- 
quirements of the act, for the excavation of the nineteen sec- 
tions and ninety-one feet of said canal, fifty feet wide at the 
surface, at an average depth of about four feet, at a slope of 
1 1-2 to 1 perpendicular foot on each side of the canal. No 
proposals were received under said notice which the under- 
signed felt justified in accepting. They were, consequently, 
rejected, and notice was again given for proposals according 
to the 7th section of said act. And under said second notice, 
contracts were made with Samtuel Wright, and Benjamin G. 
Wright, they being the lowest and best bidders, for the exca- 
vation of 14,000 cubic yards of said canal at twelve cents 
per yard, which, when finished will complete the excavation 
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"of all of said canal, except the four sections nearest to Grant 
river, to a line at an average depth of about four feet below 
the surfaccv The contractors have proceeded with the exe- 
cution of their contract as rapidly as possible, and have com- 
pleted about 11,000 yar^sof excavation, which has been paid 
for ; and the other three thousand yards will no doubt be 
completed by the first of April next.

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The remaining inquiries embraced in the resolution are all 
answered by the foregoing statements. 

It may, however, be proper to add, that at the time of the 
failuVe of the bank, there was in hand $1,500, in notes of 
the Starte Bank of Illinois, which went into the hands of Wil- 
liam H. Banks, one of the receivers, wbich soon after be- 
come depreciated, and the proceeds of them were probably 
appropriated by him in defraying his travelling and other ex- 
penses incurred while in the discharge of his duties as re- 
ceiver. . 

The Bank of Wisconsin set up a claim against the Bank 
of Mineral Point, amounting, for. principal and interest, to 
$•29,433 — in offset to which ther« was a counter claim, and 
the matter, was arranged by the receivers and the attorney 
gfeneral, ]\f. M- Jackson, and the claim of the Bank of Wis- 
consin was fully discharged. 

The committee have not gone as much into detail as they 
might have done, for the reason that a very full exposition of 
the affairs and condition of the bank is contained in the two 
reports of the receivers made to the court, copies of which 
are hereunto appended. 

The only witness called before the committee was Francis 
J. Dunn, Esq., the attorneyof the receivers, who has had the 
active management of the business, and from whom the in-^ 
formation contained in this report was derived. He was 
sworn, and the oath administered to him is herewith sub- 
mitted.

REPORT 

OF THE HDCEIVEKS OF THE BANK OF MINERAL POINT. 

■ (FIRST COPY.) 

To the honorable Pharles Dunn, chief justice of the su- ' 
preme court of Wisconsin territory, and presiding judge of 
the district court for Iowa county, Wisconsin territory, in 
chancery sitting : 

The report of the undersigned, receivers of the bank of 
Mineral Point, appointed by your honorable court, would 
respectfully report unto your honor, that on our appointment 
we entered into bonds as the order of the court required, and 
took unto ourselves the duties pertaining unto our appoint- 
ment, and in discharge of our duty repaired to the banking 
house of the bank of Mineral Point, which we found in pos- 
session of Samuel B. Knapp, the reputed cashier of said .bank, 
and Porter Brace, the i;eputed teller thereof. Your receivers 
demanded of the said Knapp and Brace the immediate pos- 
session of all the books, papers, moneys, rights, credits, and 
effects of said bank; and was answered by them that the .bank 
had no moneys, credits, or effects, belonging to her on hand ; 
that all her drafts, silver, gold, and available means, had 
been consumed and cancelled, and there was nothing to re- 
deem the bills of the bank in circulation with, except the dis- 
counted notes of mdividuals, and the real estate belonging 
to the bank, and your receivers were then presented by the 
said Knapp with three papers, copies of which are hereunto 
annexed marked A. B.' C. Your receivers thereupon took 
possession of the vault of the bank and the *' safe," put all 
useful papers and effect in the inside thereof, safely locked 
the safe and vault, and kept possession of the keys. Your 
receivers then believed, and circumstances afterwards tr^ns- ^ 
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pking proved the correctness of the belief, that the casjiitfit 
and teller had fraudulently concealed and retained possession 
of much of the n\ost valuable effects and assett& of the bank/ 
apd would, if not prevent£d» convert to their own individual 
use, nearly all that would be availabfe to your receivers ia 
redeeming tho circulation of the bank. 

The brother of Samuel B. Knapp, (Royal C. Knapp,) hui 
left Mineral Point in a manner that induced your receivers to 
believe that he had the assetts of the bank in his possessioir 
and was making his escape with them td the east, where the 
cashier and teller would join him and riot on their il^gfotten 
wealth. With that view, William H. Banks, an associate 
receiver, started immediately in pursuit of Royal C- Knapp, 
overtook him at Galena, Illinois, had him arrested on a 
charge of abstracting the assetts of the bank, and thrown in- 
to jail. While he was thus confined, your receivers have nd 
doubt but that he (aided by a friend in Galena, whahad been 
intimately cannected with the bank) sent an express to Sara'l 
B. Knapp, at Mineral Point, bearing to Sam'l B. Knapp cer- 
tain drafts, receipts and effects, hereinafter named, which 
were about the person of the said R. C. Knapp, when he was 
arrested, but not found upon him, owing, we presume, to as- 
sistance extended to him by some friend he had in close at-*, 
tendance upon him who aided him to conceal them. When 
the express reached Samuel B. Knapp, as your receivers 
believe, and as he has since informed them, after medi- 
tating some short time he fled with the effects herein- 
after named, giving out, in order to avoid the effects of 
pursuit, that he was going before judge Brown of Illinois^ 
lo obtain a writ of habeas corpus, fo obtain the discharge o£ 
his brother, then confined in the jail af Galena, Illinois — 
Samuel B. Knapp left Mineral Point early in the morning j 
on the same day William H, Banks came out from Ga- 
lena, where he had been attending to the arrest of R. G.. 
Knapp, and on enquiring where Samuel B. Knapp was, 
and being informed where he was said to have gone^ 
immediately concluded that Samuel B. Knapp, by the ex- 
press sent to him by his brother, had obtained possession o( 
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drafts {ft6))erly fcelondfing to the bank, wliirh were iri Ihfe pos- 
session of R. C. Knapp at the time of his arrest, and that he 
had fled with them to evade justice and the effect of your re- 
ceivers obtaining possession of the draft. Immediately a 
company was formed' of citizens with one of your receivers, 
who started in pursuit of Samuis?! B. Knapp, and after a hot 
pursuit (which proved that SamUel B. Knftpp, in his retreat 
was deeply impressed with the/belief that he was engaged in 
a game of daring villainy and guilt.) He was overtaken at 
Eockford^ Illinois, and brought back to Mineral Point. Be- 
fore SamUel B. EnaJ>p was taken away from Rockford he 
sent id ft person there who he claimed as a fnend, a package 
of books, and which being afterwards searched, there was 
found concealed and pasted between the leaves^ and between 
the leaves and back of one of them, drafts and evidences 
of debt, of the following description. , Three drafts drawti 
by Samuel B. Knapp, payable to his own order on J. & E. 
Walsh & Co.. of St. Louisi Mo., for $7,000 (and endorsed by 
Samuel B. Knapp, to the order of R. C. Knapp, making $21,- 
OOO. Two certificates of special deposite in the office of the 
St. Louis Perpetual Insurance company, for, joihtly, $9,20(^, 
deposited by Samuel B. Knapp, cashier, and made payable 
to Samuel B. Knapp, or order, and endorsed by him to R. C. 
Knapp, or order. 'J' wo drawn by H. L. Dowsrilan, agent of 
the American Fur Company, on P. Choteau, jr. & Co. of SI. 
Louis, Mo. for $10,^00 (jointly,) in specie, G. W. & J. Atch- 
isoft ; drafts or orders on Bernard, Adams & Co. of Boston, 
with accompanying bills of lading for ten thousand arid one 
pigs of lead. Also an order and accompanying bills of la-» 
ding on Angustus Averill & Co., of New York, for twenty- 
nine hundred pigs of lead, both payable to Santuel B. Knapp, 
or order. An qfder of Thomas Mather, on Nevans, Town- 
send & Co , of New York, in favor of Samuel fi. Knapp, for 
$11,000 internal improvement bonds, of the state of Illinois,- 
and the drafts of G. W. & J- Atchison, in favor of Samuel B. 
Knapp, or order, payable at different dates, for the joint sum 
of $7,000, acceptance waved, drawn on Bernard, Adams & 
Co., all endorsed to R. C. Knapp. Also, G. W. & J. Atchi- 
son's note for $1,000, dated August 7th, 1841, due two y^ars , 
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after date, payable to R. C. Knapp. All of these drafts and 
evidences of debt fell in due time into the hands of yout re- 
ceivers, and their associate in office, but owing to the fact 
that all these evidences of debt were payable to Samuel B* 
Knapp, in his individual capacity, and not as cashier of the 
bank, and there beinof no evidence on the face of the papers 
of the bank havin;j any claim in them whatever. All the ev- 
idence of the ownership of the bank in these evidences of 
debt being presumtive and dehorn the papers themselves. — *• 
All of this coupled with the fact that your receivers beli^ed 
that Knnpp had three or four persons in his interest by whom 
he could prove any thing he might name, induced your receiv- 
ers to enter into a compromise with him, which is fully ex* 
plained by the articles of agreement made and entered iilto 
by and between them, of that' date, a copy of Which is here- 
to annexed, marked D. This agreement w^as, obtained frolil 
Knapp after some consi'^lerable negoiijation; and with some 
difficulty; and your receivers believe that they could have 
obtained belter terms from Knajip had not Thomas P. Burnett, 
one of the attorneys of Knapp thrown every obstticle in hi§ 
power in the way of any settlerhent whatever. And your re- 
ceivers fntertaining great fears that the assetts oblaiiled mi^hf 
be lost to the bank, they thought best to settle the ifiritter in any 
manner that would secure to the bank so Inrge an amount. 
Your receivers deem it proper to state that they caused crim- 
inal and civil pro(^eedings to be instituted against Samuel B^ 
Knapp, in order to secure the bank on his liability, and to pun- 
ish him for his supposed embezzlement of the bank's funds j 
all of which suits were to be, and were discharged, according 
to the terms of the agreement above referred to. At the 
time of this agreement the whole community, and your re* 
ceivers with them, had great confidence in William H. Banks^ 
our co»receiver, and for that reason the active and nearly the 
whole managementof the affiiirs of the bank devolved on him, 
and he, as a matter of choice, took upon himself the duty of 
acting receiver, which was willingly conceded and confided 
to him by your receivers, for the reasons aforesaid, and for' 
the additional reason that he was a lawyer by profession attJ 
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{yraclixie and as such your receivers cdnsidered him better 
qualified for that part than either of them. 

Your receivers would further state that under said agree- 
ment with Samuel B. Knapp, William H. Banks went east to 
the cities of New York and Boston, about the 3d day of Au- 
giist, A.D. 1841, taking with him all the drafts, orders, and 
notes and bills of lading enumerated in said article of agree- 
ment, and of what he done there your receivers are entirely 
ig^horant, except as set forth in the annexed statements, mark- 
ed E. and F, which we found recently among, his private pa- 
pers, and which are in his 6wn had writing. Your receivers 
haVe been informed, and have no doubt but that their co-re- 
ceiver, when in the state of New York, entered into an agree- 
iiieht with oiie Lewis Brooks, the reputed uncle and friend 
of Samuel B. Knapp, and at Knapp's request, by which all 
the drafts, bills of lading, &c., set forth in the articles of 
agreement with Knapp, were surrendered to said Brooks, he, 
Batiks, taking the. individual bond of said Brooks, condition- 
ed thai he should take up and pay over to your receivers the 
sum of $50,000 of the bills of said Bank of Mineral Point, 
d-Hd cancel and discharge $25,000 of thi lial^ilities of said ^ 
bank, making $75,000, nearly the amount of the drafts and 
orders purrendered to Brooks. The condition of said bond 
was further, that this should be done by the month of March, 
A. i). 1842, in St. Louis, but Brooks never complied with 
the conditions of this bondi The associate of yoiir receivers 
as a matter of justification to himself in his said transaction 
} with Brooks procured from several jjrominent men in the city 
of Rochester, N. Y., a letter which is hereto annexed, mark- 
ed G. 

Some time about the 25th day of March, A. D. 1842, the 
associate of your receivers, and acting receiver of the bank, 
returned to Mineral Point for the first time after he had left j 
after he had left some five minutes before, accompa^nied by 
the said Lewis Brooks — and your receivers entertaining 
great fears that the acting receiver had been imposed upon 
by the said Brooks, through Samuel B. Knapp, and feeling 
well convinced that Brooks could not comply with the condi- 
' lion of his bond, which was then forfeited ; and believing 
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that if judgment was obtained against him on his bond, that 
nothing would be found to satisfy said judgment, thought and 
believed that the best interest of the trust eonfided to them 
required that they should obtain from the said Brooks, on the 
best possible terms, all the remaining evidences of debt that 
had been surrendered to him as i;bove stated ; with that 
view the old article of agreement entered into between your 
receivers and Knapp^was cancelled and set aside, and it was 
found that said Brooks had consumed the proceeds of the ten 
thousand pigs of lead consigned to Bernard,. Adams & Co., 
which netted about $16,069 as by Brook's statement hereto- 
annexed, marked H. There vvas fi^rther surrendered to said 
Brooks, the order on Nevans, Town^end & Co. for the Uli* 
nois state bonds, and the draft on Augustus Averill & Co. for 
the proceeds of the 2,900, worth, or supposed to be worth, 
bonds $2,000, lead $6,000— making in all surrendered td 
Brooks and Knapp, $24,069 — for which your receivers re. 
ceived the sum of $21,785, and an order of Lewis Brooks on 
White & Smith for $19,000 or $20,000, all in the notes of 
the Bank of Mineral Point. The n6te3 of the Bank of Min- 
eral Point in the hands of Messrs. White & Smith, which 
Brook's order was given for, has not yet been/ received by 
your receivers, owing to- some lien which White & Smith 
claim to have on them, in consequence of an indorsement for 
Brooks ; but your receivers believe that in a short time they 
will be enabled to procure the same from Messrs.. White & 
Smith ; and it was further agreed between your receiver and 
the said Knapp, that he should forego any further claim what- 
ever to any of the drafts, bills of lading, and orders remain- 
ing, mentioned in the article of agreement — a copy of which 
is hereto attached, marked D. 

Your receivers would further state that in the month of 
June, A. D. 1842, the acting receiver of the bank (William 
H. Banks) went to St. Louis to defend a number of suits 
against th^ bank, commenced by the bill-holders in attach' 
7nent, and on which all the debtors of the bank at St. Louis 
had been garnisheed, namely, J. & E. Walch & Co., P. Cho- 
teau, jr. & Co., and the Perpetual Insurance Company^ and 
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to collect the demands against those person^. He, William 
H. Banks, communicated with your receivers but seldom, and 
never gave them any information as to his acts and proceed- 
ings pertaining to the bank, or the duties entrusted to your , 
receivers. Mr. Banks has never, from June to the present 
time,, been to Mineral Point, to the knowledge of your recei- 
vers. He is not in St. Louis, that your receivers can learn ; 
and on the most diligent inquiry j^our receivers cannot learn 
where he now is — nor has he ever informed them where he 
was going. They remain in entire ignorance of his acts 
when in St. Louis, or of his present location or habitation. 
Some' time about the 10th of October last, your receivers re- 
ceived from St. Louis, Mr. Banks' portfolio,, sealed up, and 
containing all the instruments and papers belonging to the 
Mineral Point Bank, which had been confided to him, or 
which he had in charge. Accompanying them was no letter 
or word of explanation as to his acts privately or officially, or 
of his intended destination. Your receivers have been in- 
formed and believe tharthe suits instituted by the bill-hold- 
ers, in St. Louis, against the bank, have 1|een decided in f a - 
Tor of the bill-holders, and all or nearly all of the assets of 
the bank in St. Louis will be consumed in paying off the judg- 
ments of the attaching creditors there. 

Your receivers would furthe^ state, from the best informa- 
tion they can obtain, that the liabilities of the bank -amount 
to $136,000 ; other liabilities unprovided for, $4,000 ; aod 
. the capital stock of the bank, paid or unpaid, will be wholly 
lost to the stockholders of the bank. Your receivers deenx it 
their duty to state f^urther, that at the time Knapp was arrest- 
ed at Rockford, there was found jn the book with the drafts, 
&c., $1,500 in the notes or bills of the State Bank of Illinois, 
his claim to which, Knapp,#in his last settlement with us, re- 
linquished ; which money was, at the time it was found, 
placed in the hands of Mr- Banks, as acting receiver, no part 
of which has ever at any time been placed in our hands by 
Mr. Banks; and we presume that he has consumed the whole 
of it while east and at St. Louis on the business of the bank.. 
We presume that he had the majority of it on hand when the 
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notes of the State Bank depreciated from par to fifty pfjf 
cent. ; bqt be that as it may, we have never received or 
touched one dollar of that sum. * 

Your receivers wpuld further state, that when they took 
upon themselves the duties of their office, they had Mr. 
Br^ce, the teller of the bank, arrested for larceny, in embez- 
zling the funds of the bank, and there was found upon him 
the sum of $2,100; but the grand jury having igfwred the 
bill, that sum was by operation of law, and in point of fact, 
returned to him. 

Your receivers would further state, that they have employed 
an agent to go to St. Louis to fully investigate the affairs of 
the bank there, and to act as the best interest of the bank re- 
quires, and froTi(i whose confidence and ability your receivers 
anticipate a very full, lucid and satisfactory report, which will 
immediately be embodied by your receivers in an additional 
report to your honor. 

Your receivers beg leave to submit the annexed statement 
marked I, which will fully show the present condition of the 
Bank of Mineral Point, her liabilities and assetts, and the 
available me?ins she now has on hand, and all the assett^ of 
every description whatever. • 

Your receivers beg leave to. submit the staternent hereto 
annexed, marked J., showing the amount of discounted notes,, 
and the amount thereof held by them as assetts of the bank, 
an4 the amounts that have been collected thereon. 

Your receivers beg leave to mention that the Bank of Wis- 
consin has an unacknowledged claim of $64,986 41 against 
the Bank of Mineral Point, and all acknowledged to be due 
from the Bank of Mineral Point has been paid off by assetts. 
obtained by us, in the shape of the bills and liabilities of the 
Bank of Wisconsin, amounting*to the sum of $52,123. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

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ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT made and entered iato 
this twenty-fourth- day of Septemher, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and foxty-onc, between 
Paschal Bequelte and William H. Banks, receivers or 
trustees of the Bank of Mineral Point — appointed by the 
judge of the district court for the county of Iowa, and te^ 
ritory of Wisconsin — in a certain suit in chancery, in 
which John Dowling is complainant, and the president, di- 
rectors and company of the Bank of Mineral Point are de- 
fendants, of the first part, in their official capacity ; and 
Samuel B. Enapp, of the second part. 
WITNESSETH, That whereas a controversy at present exists 
between the said receivers and the said Samuel B. Knapp, in 
relation to the ownership of certain bills of exchange, certifi- 
cates of deposite, bills of lading, and drafts for money, now 
in the possession of the said receivers or trustees, and claha* 
ed by the said Samuel B. Enapp, on account of, and for the 
purpose of liquidating certain personal liabilities, hereinafter 
mentioned, incui^red in transacting the business of the said 
bank — Now, for the purpose of avoiding litigation and set- 
tling the said controversy amicably, and to the eventual in- 
terest' of all persons concerned, the parties aforesaid do here- 
by mutually covenant and agree : 

First, The said Knapp herebj" agrees to assign to the 
said Banks, or to causf to be fully relinquished and assigned 
to him, in trust for all the interests and purposes of thi^ agree- 
ment, all his claim, right, title and interest, legally or others 
wise^ for the uses and purposes hereinafter expressed, of, in 
and to the following described bills of exchange, certificates 
of deposite, bills of lading, drafts, promissory notes, &c., to 
wit: Three drafts, drawn by Samuel B- Knapp, cashier, on 
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J. & £. Walch, merchants of St. Louis^ Mo., and accepted 
by the drawees/ and described as follows : Each dated 17tli 
May, A. D. 1841, payable in four, five and six months,, and 
I>ayable to said Knapp, each for the sum of seven thousand 
dollars.

t)F THE RECEIVERS OF THE BANK OF MINEAaL PftlNfi 

(SECOND COPY.) 

To the honorable Charles Dunn, chief justice of Wiscori- 
sin territory, and presiding as chancellor in the district 
court in and for Iowa county, Wisconsin territory : 

Your receivers appointed in the case of John Dowling* vs; 
the President and Directors of the Bank of Mineral Points 
respectfully report unto your honot the following facts and 
condition of their charcfe since their last report herein : 

That the agent whom they sent to St. Louis on the busi- 
ness of the bank mentioned in their last report, found on his 
arrival at St. Louis suits pending and determined against 
the bank, and for the amounts mentioned in the schedule 
hereto annexed, marked A ; in which suits G. W. & J. Atch- 
ison, J. & E. Walch & Co., St. Louis Perpetual Insuratice 
Company, and Pierre Choteau, Jr. & Co., and the American 
Fur Company had been summoned, and their answers are 
contained in the annexed instruments marked B, C, Dj E, 
and F ; by which it will be seen that the indebtedness an- 
swered under oath to the bank, and subject tp attaching cired- 
itors, was the sum of $29,456 32, viz : J. & E. Walch & 
Co., $19,456 32, aud P. Choteau, Jr. & Co., $10,000— which 
left as nett assets of the bank this sum to pay off the attach- 
ing creditors in St. Louis, who were bill-holders, and would 
have, if fairly and honestly disposed of by the courts in St, 
Louis, redeemed $29i456 32 of the bills of the Bank of Min. 
eral Point — taking interest into the calculation ; but the fact 
was different, as the courts in St. Louis did not compel either 
Pierre Choteau, Jr. & Co. or J. & E. Walch & Co. to pay in- 
terest on the money, and in each case when they were gar 
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nisheed, they let executions issue, and then the court permit- 
' ted the costs of collection to be taken from the assets in the 
hands of the garnishees, instead of causing it to be collected 
from the defaulting garnishees — a combination that could 
not, for want of money, be resisted by your receivers ; so that 
the costs and interest allowed on the judgments and the bills 
of the bank prior to the rendition of judgments, lessened the 
sum of $29,456 32 at least $4000 — the precise amount your 
receivers could not know for want of means to ascertain, an 
evil they could not correct — which would leave the amount 
of the bills that were actually cancelled in St. Louis $25,456 
32 ; but as the courts in St. Louis have permitted the bills of 
the bank to be withdrawn after judgment rendered, it is not 
improbable that such permission may extend to judgments 
rendered and paid. From all the decisions of the courts in 
St. Louis touching this matter, your receivers , would have 
appealed had it been in their power to procure means to carry 
on suits — that so far as the courts of Missouri were concerned, 
your receivers do not believe would have been altered, and 
any small sums of money coming into the hands of your re- 
ceivers would have been exhausted by these evils and home 
creditors left to suffer. 

The sum due from the St. Louis Perpetual Insurance 
Company was transferred to Lewis Brooks in the arrange- 
ment of your receivers with him, and what action was had 
on the suits wherein they were garnishees in St. Louis, your 
receivers do not know. Atchison denied all indebtedness 
under oath, but afterwards, by a friend, as your receivers be- 
lieve, took up their liahility to the bank with the notes of the 
bank. 

Your receivers would further represent and state, that the 
demand or assets of the bank in the hands of Augustus Ave- 
rill & Co., and in the hands of Nevins, Townsend & Co., be- 
ing ^tached in New York for the debts of G. W. & J. Atch- 
ison, and threatened suits against the bank which your recei- 
vers had not the means to defend, so that your receivers 
considered it for the benefit and advantage of the bill-holders 
at home or creditors at home to sell said claims for cash, 
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which they did to Lewis Brooks far twenty-five hundred dol* 
lars, and with this sum declared a dividend on all deposites * 
•with them of the notq^s of the bank of 50 per cent., and paid 
off the same at that rate ; your receivers not believing they 
had any right to withhold the assets of the bank from the 
bill-holders who had presented their claims, they being the 
only persons known to your receivers to be bill-holders, ex- 
cept the St. Louis bill-holders, who had caused their funds 
of the bank to be uselessly wasted in St. Louis, and were 
not^ as your receivers believe, entitled to any equity or re- 
lief. The annexed table, marked 4, will fully explain this 
matter. 

Your receivers Avould further state, that the Bank of Min- 
eral Point had notes and evidences of indebtedness against 
the old corpoi^ation of Mineral Point, that hadlieen dissolved 
before your receivers qualified, amounting to about $11,000 ^ 
and not knowing where to look for remedy or relief, entered 
into an amicable and equitable arrangement with the presi- 
dent and trustees of the new corporation of Mineral Point, by 
which they received from the new incorporation the sum of* 
nine hundred and ninety dollars and forty cents in cash in 
discharge of said indebtedness of $11,000, and disposed of 
the same as shown in the annexed table numbered 3. 

Your receivers beg leave to introduce the table numbered 
5, showing the amount collected from the sales of the' property 
of the bank, and upon discounted notes, bills and drafts, and 
the annexed tables showing the assets of the bank now on 
hand, available and unavailable, marked 1 and 2; also 
showing the present Condition of the srffairs of the bank as 
near as can be ascertained. 

Your receivers submit this report and the accompanying 
papers as a true statement of the discharge of the trust con- 
fided to them, and as accurate so far as the business has been 
done by them or under their directions. The amount of bills J 

now in circulation of the bank they cannot state, but have 1 

heretofore given the reason why they originally fixed the 
amount at $136,000 ; the books of the bank show nothing on 
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this subject. The amount of the available dssets of the bank 
now in their possession may fall short or exceed the amount 
they have expressed in table No. 1.

r These garnishees, each for himself, severally, answer the 
piallegations of thfe plaintiff, that individually and distinct from 
Jthe firm of J. & E. Walbh &. Company, they have not now, 
-nor have they ever had, in their possession, custody or charge, 
any lands, tenements, goods, or chattels, moneys, credits, or 
^flfects, belonging to the said defendant, nor are they now, 
■ nof have they ever been indebted to the said defendant, in 
any sum of money whatever, and jointly as the partners 
* of said firm they answer, that they have not now, nor had 
they when summoned as garnishees in this case, any lands 
or tenements, goods or chattels, moneys, credits or effects, 
of -the said defendant in their possession, or custody, or charge, 
except as hereinafter stated, nor are they now indebted to 
said defendant, nor have they been since they were summon- 
ed as garnishees in this case, except as hereinafter stated. 
To the first interrogatory these garnishees answer and say, 
that when they were summoned as garnishees in this case, 
they had not, nor have they since had, nor have they now in 
their possession, custody or charge, any lands or tenements, 
goods, chattels, moneys, credits or effects belonging to the 
defendant. 

To the second interrogatory thfise garnishees answer, and 
say, that on the seventeenth 4ay of May, ii) the year eighteen

firm of J. & E. Walsh & Company, accepted three bills of 
exchange drawn on them by S. B. Knapp, cashier, in favor 
of S. B. Knapp, cashier, or order, one payable four montha 
after date, another payable five months after date, and the 
other payable six months aftet date ; all dated the said sevea* 
teenth day of May, eighteen hundred and forty-one, each be- 
ing for the sum df seven thousand dollars, payable in current 
funds of St. Louis. These bills were delivered to the said 
Knapp, who was then the cashier of the said Bank of Min- 
eral Point, and these garnishees supposed them to be the 
property of the said Bank of Mineral Point. These were 
drawn and accepted upon a calculation of the probable nett 
proceeds of the sale of certain lead shipped by these garni- 
shees, in which they understood the said bank to be interest- 
ed as the sole owner, although the account of the transaction 
was kept by these garnishees in the nam^ of S. B. Knapp, 
cashier.

The committee on corporations to whom was referred the 
several petitions on the subject of the county seat of the coUn» 
ty of Columbia, submit the following 

REPORT : 

That they have had under consideration the said petitions 
and feel the importance of the subject under their charge and 
investigation. The committee find that there is 313 petition- 
ers to locate the county seat at Wiosena, on Duck Creek, 202 
for Columbus, 110 for Winnebago Portage ; all of which are 
for a permanent location of the said county seat, at the dif- 
ferent points named, to be done by a direct law of the legis- 
lature, 183 petitioners for a temporary location at Columbus. 
Many of the signers of the last named petition have signed 
the other petition for the permanent location at Columbus ; 
14 petitioners to submit the question to the people, 15 peti* 
tioners for a location of county seat by a direct law of the 
legislature or commissioners. By an act passed at the last 
session of the legislature, the qQestion of locating the county 
seat was submitted to the people to vote on the question, a 
majority of votes being necessary to decide the same, said 
vote being taken at the town meetings in April last.

CEEDS OF CANAL LA'NDS AND MANNER OF DISBUR^SEMENT THERE- 
OF. 

The committee appointed in pursuance of the joint resolu- 
tion of the two houses of the legislative assembly, as follows : 

Resolved, hy the council and house of representatives, That 
a joint select committee of three members of each house be 
immediately appointed to ascertain the amount of money ac- 
tually received since'the first day of April, A. D. 1846, in 
payment for canal lands, and whether any, and if any, what 
amount of scrip, auditor's \varrants, certificates or other evi- 
den^ces of debt, on the part of this territory, has been taken 
in payment for the canal lands, and that said committee as- 
certain, if possible, the causes of any depreciation that may ^ 
have taken place in the value of the certificates of per diem 
attendance of the members of the late constitutional conven- 
tion, and whether the same was owing to any negligence or 
default on the part of any of the officers of this territory or of 
the legislature. That said committee have power to send for 
persons and papers, and to examine witnesses under oath, and 
that* the said committee proceed to said investigation imme- 
diately, and report as soon as practicable to each house, res- 
pectfully beg leave to 

REPORT : 

That they proceeded as required in the above resolution 
to investigate the matters therein set forth ; that from the 
nature of the examination it was necessary to have the state- 
ments of various officers, and they accordingly examined un- 
der oath, the register and receiver of the rock river canal x 
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lands, and the treasurer of the territory of Wisconsin, and oV 
tained from each of the said officers, a statement of their offi- 
cial acts since the first day of April, A. D. 1846. The com- 
mittee have learned from the register and receiyer of the ca- 
nal lands, that the total amount received, at the land office 
for lands sold, and in payment of dues secured to the territory,, 
by mortgage on the lands previously sold, since the 'first day 
of April aforesaid, is thirty-nine thousand,, seventy-four dol- 
lars and four cents,* of which amount it appears from thje oath 
of the receiver, register, and treasurer, that there has been 
paid into the tr-easury since said first day of April, the sum 
of thirty-five thousand, two hundred and fifty seven dollars and 
eighty-six cents ; and by an examinationof the receipts, gir- 
en by the treasurer to the receiver of the proceeds of the ca- 
nal lands, the committee learn that the amount last referred 
to has been paid into the treasury at the times and in the 
manner following, to wit : $12^211 84? June 13, 1846. $12,- 
g02 02, November 2, 1846. $9,500 00, December 24, 1846. 
$1,344 00, January 11, 1847. Which several amounts were 
paid from the best information^he committee can gather, all 
in cash except the last amount, to wit : $1,344 00, which 
was received into the canal office by the receiver in conven- * 
tion scrip, in payment for lands sold at the recent sales. 

The committee have diligently sought to ascertain the true 
causes of the depreciation in value, of the certificates of per 
diem attendance of the members and officers of the laje con- 
stitutional convention, and while they have learned, that a 
depreciation did take place to a considerable extent they have 
been unable to ascerain the particular cause thereof. It ap- 
pears by the testimony of the treasurer, that all the moneys 
which have come into his hands proceeding from the sales of 
the canal lands have been paid out, with the exception of a 
few dollars, for various kinds of territorial indebtedness, in- 
cluding convention scrip, auditor's warrants, secretary's scrip, 
and territorial bonds. It further appears from the testimony

t>F THE COMMITTEE ON AGRICULTURE ON THE PETITION t^OR THlJ 
ENACTMENT OF A LAW FOR THE SUPPRESSION OF QUACKERY. 

The committee on agriculture, to which was referred the 
petition of Levi Leonard and others, citizens of Union, Rock 
county, for the enactment of ** a law to prohibit quackery m 
th^ science and practice of medicine in this territory," re* 
spectfully 

EEPOET : 

That the brief time which has been allowed them for the 
consideration of this weighty and important.subject, has pre- 
vented them from giving- it the attention which is due to the 
magnitude of the interests which it involves. They are 
deeply impressed with the necessity of legislation on the 
subject of the petition, and will present as briefly as possible 
some of the considerations which bear upon it. 

Of late yearSj the regular practice of medicmej consisting^ 
of the general features of bleeding, purging, vomiting and 
injections — cataplasms, blisters, poultices and leeching — 
handed down to us by our grandsires and respected grand- 
mothers — rendered illustrious by the names of Hyppooratea 
and Galen, and, in more modern days, of Sangrado-and Gly-- 
Bter — venerable from long usage — ^has been invaded by a 
tribe of interlopers, who, without licence, and without lan- 
cets, under the various names of homoepathists, hydropa- 
thists, animal magnetisers, phreno-magnetisers, urine doc- 
tors, and poudrette doctors, undertake to cure>our diseases 
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Withoul iny f^guldf system, purging uS <ihiefly oi^ our sub- 
fttiUdce, and bleeding our pockets qiore than diir veins. 

The committee would represent that, in their opinion, the 
tBDactment df a law subjecting such oflTenders to be operated 
bn by their d^^n systems, and to swallow their dwn medi- 
bines, woulA materially if not effectually remedy the evil. 

They woiild also submit the propriety of the passage of a 
hienldrial to Mr. Amds Lawirence, of Boston, asking a gratui- 
ty of l^enty thousand dollars, to be used in the establish- 
ment of a medical in^litUte, either ii Sheboygan or Sauk 
Was.hington, Little Sank Prairie, or Snake Hollow, for the 
edUcatidh df physicians to practic'e in Wisconsin, the profcs' 
4Sors of which shall be only fe^uldrly licensed Indian doctors* 

The committee respectfully request to 'be discharged from 
4 fiirthef tionsid^tatioii of this subject.

6F, THE MINORITY OF THE COMMITTEE ON AORICUtTUftE IN KfiLil* 
TION TO QOACKElTy. 

That they have given the subject theit most serious con* 
sideration, and agreed to disagree thereof. As one of that 
committee, I would most respectfully submit the following 
report : 

That quackery is an evil of great me^gnitude, increasing 
every day, hour, and minute, to a fearful extent, and threat- 
ening by its baleful influence to destroy .the social systemi 
fend unless the powerful arm of the law be interposed, that it 
will be more destructive to this otherwise flourishing territory 
than the horrors attending plagues, civil Wars, and famine* 

Your committee would further report, that they cannot see 
the propriety of enacting a law to suppress one class of 
quacks, when so many classes exist. Your committee think 
it would te more in accordance with our free and republican 
institutions to pass a law suppressive of all quackery in all 
its ramifications. 

Your committee consider it most wise and judicious of* the 
committee on the judiciary to refer this subject to the com- 
mittee on agriculture. No doubt they did so, knowing that 
it is the peculiar province of that class of jpeoipiie of which 
that committee is composed, (namely, the farmers,) from time 
immemorial, to .correct all monstrous evils. * 

Your committee would wish to let you know, that in order 
to give this subject all the research in th^ir power, they have 
examined all the ponderous volumes in the library hece, and 
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h^ve found none which throws any very great light on the 
subject, unless one which, if their memory does not fail, is 
called Btackstone's Commentar)' — a work written with abil- 
ity on law, and which shows conclusively that people axe 
greater fools after going to law than before so doing. We 
have found out? in this book what we consider the proper de- 
finition and derivation of the word quack, hut cannot refer 
. you now to the page. . It is derived from the Greek word 
pkarmacopoles, which means mountebanks or false pretend- 
ers. It is derived from pharmacon, which means quackery, 
and p0leOy which means to peddle — literal meaning, vending 
nostrums, not mentioning what kind of nostrums. 

Your c6in^ittee cannot discern, with any degjree of nicety, 
the difierence between quacks at medicine, quacks at politi- 
cal financiering, qugcks.^^at making laws^ and expounding 
them when made. To be plain, they cannot see the reason 
why a law should be passed to suppress one class of quacks 
and exclude all the others. Why not include all? The 
quack doctor, the quack lawyer, the quack politieian^ the 
quack mechanic,' the quack dentist, and last, though not 
least, the quack linguist — aH, all, in our opiniori, ought to bo 
classed together. 

. Indeed, for the dear life of us, we cannot see any reason 
why the agriculturalist should be classed with any of those 
classes. Any, and the least cultivation of the soil cannot he 
called quackery. As a reasonable consequence, we will not 
mention them in the catalogue. 

We would wish, ih order to maintain that unanimity of 
feeling and friendship which has characterized the delibera- 
tions of this house so far, to be able to come to a conclusion 
to pass a law that would proscribe one class of quacks, viz. 
the quack doctors. We know that hy so doing we would 
promote the interests of some gentlemen in this house, who 
have strained their lungs so as to be heard at a distance, in 
making speeches on abstract notions atid local matters. We 
feel extremely thankful to them for the free use of their 
tongues, and beg they will reciprocate the kindness by as- 
suring themselves when any matter of a general character is 
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being discussed in this house, though we may draw heavy 
on their lungs in our aversion to bankruptcy, we will spare 
their brains, least there should be a failure in that depart- 
ment. We will apply our own brains then thereto. 

Your committee know that it would be displeasing to these 
gentlemen to call in^o ^equisitioi^ the services of quacks, 
when they return home, to heal their lungs. Nothing in- 
deed could be more natural, and your committee on thehr ac- 
count would wish to be able to da so cot^sistently. They 
ciEinnot. They disclaim partiality. It does not belong to 
their political creed, ^hey legislate for all and not for indi- 
viduals. They would not represent the wishes of their con- 
stituents, thoi farmers, if they were to act otheir^yise- Liet t 
bill be introduced which will suppress all kinds of quackery, 
imd it shall receive the strenuous s^i^d cordi^\ support of your 
^^mittee.

It appears also that the said Baxter laid bis claim* bsfors 
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the legislative assembly at its last session, and the commit- 
tee on territorial affairs, after a thorough examination of th,e 
subject, as appears from their r^ort, embracing all the for- 
mer reports and proceedings, come to the conclusion that 
' there was then due the said Baxter the sum of $1,000, and 
introduced a resolution for the payment of the same, which 
passed the house, but was defeated in the council. The 
council then passed a resolution apjarapriating to the said 
Baxter the sum of $800, founded as we believe upon the 
same premises of the $1,000 resolution which had just been 
defeated. This resolution passed both houses, and biecame a 
law. (See Session Laws of 1846, page 221') 

This resolution provides for the final settlement of the 
.claims of Daniel Baxter, and in the opinion of your commil- 
tee goes to show a final settlement of all claims between the 
said Baxter and the territory ; for in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, all the claims that the said Baxter had against the 
territory were unsettled and would remain so. until paid by 
the territory. 

Your committee is of the opinion that whatever liabilities

That upon an examination of the joi^rnals of previous ses^ 
sions of the legislature, they find that in April, 1843, a com* 
mittee appointed to settle with Mr. Baxter reported a balance 
of $1,372 14 due him, on account of which, it appears from 
the acts of the last -session, that he has received $800, with 
interest from the time the work was done. 

The subscribers, members of the committee, are of the 
opinion that the balance of the sum of $1,372 24, reported 
by the committee appointed to settle with Mr. Baxter, which 
has not been paid, including interest, amounting to $732 24, 
is justly his due ; and ask leave to report a bill.

OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE TO WHOM WAS EEFER&ED THE PETl* 
TION OF SUNDRY CITIZENS OF IOWA COUNTY, RELATIVE TO THE 
IIMITATION OF LAND TO ACTUAL SETTLERS, AND IN QUANTITIRS 
OF NOT OVER ONE HUNDRED AND SIXTY ACRES EACH. 

Ta the House of Representdtivss : 

Your committee, having duly considered the prayer of the 
petitioners, heg leave to make the following 

REPORT: 

That on investigating the principle upon which your p6li* 
• tioners have hased their petition, veiy many sound and sub- 
stantial arguments are founds to support them in their posi- 
tions. 

The first great fundamental principle appears to be this, 
that all men are born equal, with equal natural rights, among^ 
which may be classed as the most prominent, (inasmuch as 
upon it hangs, all the others,) the right to subsist himself by 
the cultivation of the Soil, and as a consequence the positive 
right to as much of the soil or the earth as is necessary for 
his subsistence. That appears to be so very clear that it is 
thought no one can doubt it. Another conclusion from that 
hypotji^sis must follow as a natural carollory ; it is this, that 
if every man has an equal right to a portion of the earth for 
cultivation, his right extends no farther than to the right to 
cultivate, and to no more than he can cultivate ; therefore 
the power to sell it does not vest m any human being by a 
natural right ; and if not in pei^ons,- then not in govern- 
ments, for they c?an have no more power than the source 
from wl^ch they emanated, or by whom they were crca- 
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ted. If government have the right ta sell and to buy 
lands, they have the right to do the one and not the othei^ ; 
they have the right to keep from sale whole territories, 
and to drive off all occupants ; they have also the right to 
sell any nnmber of acres \o one individual, and he, accord- 
ing to the present notions of individual rights, may prosecute 
for trespass, and forcibly eject all other persons from off^ 
those lands. 

To show the odious character of this proposition, we will 
run it into a practical ^ extreme, if we may be allowed the 
expression. Supposing John J. Astor, Rothschilds,^ Barings, 
Grays, Abbots, Lawrences, and some other caj^italists, 
should purchase the whole body of unsettled lands in the 
United States, and then in conjunction with the other land* 
holders should serve a writ of ejectment upon all such as 
were not land owners, and refuse them permission to re- 
main upon and cultivate the soil, where would they go I 
They could not remain in the streets and highways ; they 
would be driven from them as vagrants ; they would be 
compelled to leave by the same laws that gave one^ par- 
ty the right to sell and the other the right to buy ; they 
would be actually driven, where, the devil drove the swine, 
into the sea. 

This, of coutse, is a supposition too monstrous to be enter-* 
tained for a moment. But what is the present condition of 
/ things ? Are not three-fourths of the population of Europe, 
and at least one-fourth of that of our eastern states, in the 
same category ? and if a united effort were made on the part 
of those monopolizers of the soil, would not those individuals, 
positively be driven from the face of the earth I Most as- 
suredly they would, and that by forc§ of law and in conform- 
ity with what is said to be a natural right of man— the^ privi- 
lege of buying as much land as he chooses, provided he ha» 
the money to pay for it. • ' ' 

If the foregoing train of reasoning be Qorrect, and youar 
committee think it is, then the conclusion is unavoidable, that 
it is wrong for government to sell the public domain to indi- 
viduals in any greater quantities than such individuals caft 
actually cultivate, ^ . 
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Your petitioners have fixed the number of acres at one 
hundred and sixty, and as your committee have no data 
upon which to base an estimate or calculation upon that 
point, they will not affirm positively that it is correct ; but 
that some limit is necessary to check the growing evil, they 
have no doubt.

The select committee to whom was referred the stibjecf of 
selecting and recommending a site for the location of a statue 
prison, for the state of Wisconsin, respectfully 

REPORT: 

That the subject referred to them is one of much interest 
and importance, and they have given to it as much attention 
as their various other duties and their limited time would 
permit. 

The committee are satisfied that the time has arrived when 
this subject should be brought to the attention of the legisla- 
ture and the people. 

P^rsoiia convicted and sentenced to state's .prison punish- 
ment, are now confined in the jails of the several counties of 
the terrritory. Very inadequate provision is made, in most 
of the counties, for safe-keeping of the prisoners. The jail- 
buildings are contracted and insecure, and many of them 
temporarily rented for the purpose. In cases where entire 
security is required, an outside guard is indispensable, and 
very heavy expenses are thus thrown upon the people. Anoth- 
er still greater evil arises from the practice of confining all 
culprits in the same room. The old and the young, the har4- 
ened ofifender and the inexperienced victim of passion or in- 
firmity, are placed together in a common school of villainy 
and degradation ; and those who might have come out re- 
pentant and reformed, are here trained and steeled in vice 
and then spread abroad upon the community to practice more ' ' 
successfully their scheme of iniquity. The wholesome dis- 
cipline of daily labor, so efficient in producing moral as well 
as physical health, is entirely lost under the present imper- 
fect and miserable system, while the public are burthenjed 
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With he€tvy taxes to support in pernicious idleness those wto 
might earn enough for their own maintainance. 

In every view which the committee have been able to take* 
of this matter „they deem it essential' to the interests of the 
state, that ample provision should be made for the estab- 
lishment of a secure and adequate state's prison, at aa 
early day. One of the first steps is the selection of a suit* 
able and convenient site. On this subject the committee 
forbear to make any suggestion,, because their want of time 
for e^xamination has limited their means of judgitig, and be- 
cause also> the advanced period of the session precludes that 
general attention to the subject which they deem essential. 
They deem it proper therefore only to invite the attention of 
, the legislature and the people to the matter, in order that 
due preparation may be made, at the next ensuing session, 
to adopt suitable measures for carrying the project into im- 
mediate effect. 

The committee find that various memorials to congress 
hz^ve been adopted by former legislative assemblies, asking 
for an appropriation of public lands, for the erection of state's 
' prison buildings, but no favorable action has ever been had 
by congress, and the history of the several western states 
will show that it has not been the policy of the general gov- 
ernment to make grants for this purpose. The committee 
are therefore satisfied that reliance must be had on the state 
, treasury for the funds to carry out this project. 

With these suggestions the committee ask leave to be dis- 
charged from the further consideration of the subject submit* 
ted to them.
